Mr.  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annml  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  196j o 

The  Report  gives  a brief  outline  of  the  work  carried  out  during 
the  year,  and  indicates  the  main  vital  statistics  for  the  Rural  District. 

The  Registrar  Gei;ieral’s  estimated  population  at  mid-year  I967 
was  16,520  compared  with  16,570  for  I966,  this  is  the  first  time  for  many 
years  that  a decrease  has  occurred.  The  total  number  of  live  births 
registered  was  229  (I24  males  and  IO5  females).  The  birthrate  was  13 o 9 
compared  with  15<»5  for  I966,  the  standardised  birthrate  being  17»5  and 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  17o2 

The  death  rate  corrected  by  the  Registrar  General’s  compara- 
bility factor  was  10.1  per  thousand  compared  with  10„5  for  I966  and  11.2 
for  England  and  Wales.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  was  185  (88  males  and 
97  females). 


During  the  year  86  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified 
which  included  74  cases  of  Measles,  4 Scarlet  Fever,  4 Whooping  Cough, 

1 Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  and  3 Dysentery.  No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or 
Diphtheria  occurred.  It  is  now  5 years  since  a case  of  Poliomyelitis 
and  16  years  since  a case  of  Diphtheria  was  reported  in  the  district,  and 
this  satisfactory  position  is  mainly  due  to  the  immunological  procedures 
which  are  so  effective  in  the  prevention  of  these  two  diseases.  I would 
therefore  urge  parents  to  continue  to  take  advantage  of  the  vaccinations 
which  are  available. 

I am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  the  figures 
supplied  in  Tables  6 and  7 on  Pages  12  and  I3  giving  details  of  the  number 
immunised  and  vaccinated  during  the  year  under  review.

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Night  and  Evening  Service « 


Evening  Service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  "bedridden 
or  housebound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and 
includes  the  provision  of  a li^t  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  fires. 
Night  Service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks,  unless  there 
are  exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who 
are  living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  dioring  the  night. 

In  some  cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights  a wefek  to 
give  relief  to  relatives. 


Family  Care  Service. 

After  consultation  with  the  Children's  Department,  this  service 
is  provided  for  the  short-tenn  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during 
the  absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  illness 
or  confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances*  Help  is  given  only  to 
families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and  the  period 
of  service  is  limited  to  three  months. 


Family  Welfare  Service. 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parent’s  consent,  in  house- 
holds where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family 
are  much  below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they 
live.  The  three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard 
of  living  of  the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and 
to  keep  the  families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up.  Intensive 
training  for  a period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded 
by  a follow-on  service  for  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is 
medical  evidence  of  mental  subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service 
after  the  initial  period  of  three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than 
twelve  hours  a week  until  the  youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age.
